It will 


bo soen that ouu of theso is devoted ex- 
clusively to observations upon tlio ilonroo 
doctrine aad claims that in tbo present 
inctanco uow and strniiRO extension and 
development or thlo doctrine is insisted 
on by tlio United States; that the reasons 
justifying aa nppoal to tho 
doctrine 


1 enunciated by President Jlouroo is iuup- 
plioublo to tho stato of tilings iu which 
wo live at tho prosout dny, ospocinlly to a 
controversy, involving tho boundary line 
between Great Britain and. Venezuela.

Without attempting an extended argu- 


ment and reply it may uot bo amiss to 
suggest that tlio doctriuo upon which wo 
stand Is strong and sound, because its ou- 
fcreotuoat ia important to our ponuo and 
sntoty as a nation and essential to the in- 
tegrity of our pfroo Institutions and tho 
tranquil maintenance of our 
distinct 


form of govornniout. It was intended to 
ripply to ovovy stugo'<jl'-oar'national lice 


• and cnn not grow obsolete whllo our re- 


public oudui'o^. 
If tht> balance of power 


ie a just cause for jealous anxiety among 
the governments or The old world and a 
subject [or our absolute uon-lntorfereuco 
none the less is tho observance of tho doc- 
trine of vital concern to our pooplo and 
govommor.t. 
Assuming, therefore, that 


wo.uiay pr-jporly Insist upon this doctrine 
without regard to tho st-nto of things ia 
which wo live, or any changed -condition 
hero or elsewhere, It is not apparent why 
Its application may not be invoked iu the 
present 
controversy. 
If a European 


power by tho extension of its boundaries 
takes possession of tho territory of one 
of our neighboring republics against its 
will and in derogation to Its Tights, such 
European power does not thereby attempt 
to extend its system of government to 
that portion of this continent thus taken. 
This Is the proclso action which Presi- 
dent Monroe declared, was "dangerous to 
our peace and safety,," and it can mnko 
no dilforoiico whether the European sys- 
tem ia extended by advance of frontier or 
otherwise. 


It Fits This Cn»o. 


It 16 also suggested iu tho British reply 


thut wo should uot seek to uppiy tho 
Monroe dootrino to tho ponding dispute 
because it does not embody tiny principle 
of international law, founded on tbo 
gonorul consent of nations and thnt no 
statesman however 
eminent 
and 
no 


nation however powerful, is competent to 
insert into tho code of international law 
a novel principle never reconciled which 
has not since been accepted oy tho gov- 
ernment of any other country." It is 
practically a principle for which wo con- 
tend lias a peculiar,.if not exclusive rela- 
tion to tho United States. 
It may not 


havo buon admitted in so many words to 
tbo code of international law, but since 
in international councils every nation is 
inclined to hold certain rights tolouging 
to it, if the enforcement ot tho Monroe 
doetrino Is something wo may justly 
claim It has a place in tho podo of intor- 
natlonnl law us uertiiinly and securely as 
it specifically mentioned, and when tho 
United States is a suitor before tho high 
tribunal that administers international 
Jaw, thu question to Le determined is 
wbothar or not wo present claims which 
in justice to that code can be hold right 
and valid. The Monroe doctriuo • finds 
recognition in tho piinciplos of inter- 
national law based on tho theory that 
cvoiy nation shall have Us rights protoc- 
!ud, :md its just claims enforced. 


Of course this government is cutiroiy 


confident that under tiio sanction oC this 
(loutrino it will have clear right to its 
claims. 
Js'or is this ignored in tho Brlt- 


ish reply.

Tlio primo minister states: '.'In doclnv- 


iug that tho United States would have 
any such position President Monroe adop- 
ted n policy which received tho entire 
sympathy of the English government at 
that 
dato."

100 w«s directed to attainment of objoocs 


with which most Englishmen agree It is 
Impossible to admic that they hnvo boon 
inscribed by any adequate authority in 
the code International law. Again ho 
soys:

ment) fully concur with tho view which 
President Monroe apparently entertained, 
thnt any disturbance existing from terri- 
torial distribution In thut hemisphere by 
any fresh acquisitions on tho part of any 
European state would bo bigbly inexpe- 
dient."TVe Proposed ArbitrRtion.

It will be seen from tho correspondence 


herewith submitted that this proposition 
has boon doolinod by^ the British govern 
mont on grounds which under tho cir- 
cumstances seem to mo to bo far from sat- 
isfactory. It is deeply disappointing that 
such an appeal actuated by friendly feel- 
ings toward both nations directly oou- 
cornod, addressed to justice and magnan- 
imity of tbo groat powers _ oJ tho world 
touching its relations to one comparu- 
tlvely_woak andj;jnall spot bos xiot pro- 
duced better results. Tho course to bo 
pursued by this government in tbo pres- 
ent conditions does not appear to admit 
of serious doubt. 
Having labored faith- 


fully many years to induce ijiroat Britain 
to submit the dispute to impartial arbi- 
tration, and having boon ilually apprised 
of her refusal to do so, nothing rumaluu 
but to accept the situation and recognize 
lie plain requirements to deal with it ac- 
cordingly.

In order that such an examination may 


be prosecuted in a thorough, satisfactory 
manner,' I suggest that congress mako 
an adequate appropriation for tho ex- 
penses of a commission to bo appointed 
by the executive, who shall mako tho 
necessary investigation and report with 
the least possible delay,

port is made and accepted it will bo in 
my opinion tho duty of tho United States 
to resist by every moans in our power as 
though an aggression upon cur rights 
and Interest*, the appropriation by Graab 
Britain of any lauds or tho exorcise of

Making those recommendations, I am 


fully alivo to tho responsibility incurred 
and keen to realize all tho consequences 
that may follow.

otherwise than friendly competitors in a 
world ot civilization and strauous worthy

The Monster New Engine Placed on the 


XorLhwestcrn System. 


For several days past mechanics and 


others have assembled at the Chicago & 
Xorthwoscorn railway dopot for the pur- 
pose of viewing a monster now looomp- 
tlvC' as it pulled into tho station, bound 
uorth or south, as tho case may have beon._ 
It as ono of tho finest, as well as tho fast- 
est locomotives over run through Raoino, 
This engine bnuls tho fast train between 
Chicago and Milwaukee and it is known 
as Xo. 3. It Is built upon the flame lines 
as tho famous 999, which hauls tho Em- 
pire state express on tho New York Cen- 
tral, with tho eicoptiou that the North- 
western engine ban several improvements 
over tho 969. It was bulls by the same 
company, nt Scheuoctady. It is a moun 
tain in appearance, tho top ot tho tiab 
looming far above tho top 'of the average 
coach and tho entire machine weighs 
about 100 tons. The ongino is an eight 
wheeler, with four drivers, each driver bo- 
ing a 75-inch wheel or four inches smaller 
than the 090.

three dozen "Weary Willies" soak ac- 
commodations ad his Wisconsin street 
quarters and are given tha freedom of the 
place. 
Probably there ie not another 


county OJ: city in tbo fitato whore tratnns 
are accorded a similar reception. They 
have a warm place to sloop and in tho 
morning are accommodated with a hot 
cup of coffee and ^araral breakfast buns. 
Somo do not rolish tho diet and whoa 
daylight duwns, Landlord Strippla throws 
open tho frontdoor; and his guests take 
ibuir departure. They scatter about in 
all portions of the city and proy upon the 
housewife for something to eat or wear 
and very often deliberately ask for money.

He pur- 
chases the BasKoll bills, and those bills 
of exchange ho sends in payment to tho 
stool ruil manufacturers in England ; KO, 
as a matter of fact, the president of the 
Georgia Central pays Russell for his 
thousand balos of cotton, but has the 
bills of exchange. So, iu place of £20.- 
000 in gold being freighted twice across

Taking my deposit book and tho gen- 


appeared as 
crush me. I thought my hour had come, 
and I cried out. "At- last!" There "was 
no fear or terror in it, but merely tho 
thought that after'iaauy months of al- 
most incessant travel, and necessarily of 
peril, "at last" my fate had come.

This fact occurred to ma 


withiu a few minutes of tho accident, 
and I thought I might make use of tho 
affair as a means to help me in my busi- 
ness at Paris. I arrived about dark,

C. J. Hovton. London, and went to bed 
at onco. My. nerves wero so shaken tjiat. 
I was timid even wbon in the elevator, 
but I slept well and awoke at daylight 
feeling better. 


At 10 o'clock, limping badly mid

The genuine bills were then discounted. 


All tbo details of events leading 


through the long summer aud autumn 
days of 1S73 up to the hour when the 
goideu shower began to fall on us are of 
iutense, erven dramatic, interest.

After that I saw 
them for a- brief hour on the coast of 
France and ouco more said adieu. When 
we met again, it was in Newgate. I

external passed away, consumed in that 
fierce flame, but all:that was manly .and 
true' remained—thatis; our devotion and 
courage and our high -resolve to conquer 
fate and' live for better things.

with memoradum, inclosed, the envelope 
directed and stauiped, and tho three 
fools went to Birmingham, mailed tho 
letters, aud'then laughed over their suc- 
cess in tha fight ngainst society, felici- 
tating themselves that they had safely 
traversed the short cut to fortune. There 
is no short cut by wrongdoing to fortune. 


As that fatal letter slipped from their 


fingers into the mailbox the last act of 
tho deadly tragedy began.. 'When it end- 
ed,-the curtain fell upon us, descending 
from the dock into tlio chill dungeons 
of Newgate, never, so far as the sentence 
was concerned, to emerge again. 


On Tuesday morning the letter with

When the bills arrived at tho bank, a 


strange thing occurred. Tho fatal omis- 
sion was made on an acceptance of Bly- 
deustem & Co., a great banking firm in 
London. The discount clerk noticed the 
omission of the date of acceptance, but 
this being a mere formality ho thought 
it a clerical error on tha part of tho 
bookkeeper of Blydenstcin & Co. He 
made no report of the matter, and it 
was discounted along with tho other IS 
which were put away in the vaults with 
the batches that had preceded it and 
laid it aside until tho next day, which 
was Wednesday. At half past 10 he gave 
it to tho bank messenger, telling him 
when ho went his regular rounds to take 
tho bill to Blydeustein's and request 
them to correct the omission. 


At 2 p. in. on Tuesday Noycs went to 


Jay Cooke & Co., ordered $100,000 in
